Comrades, 

Together with the Soviet people, progres- 
sive mankind of the whole world grandly 
celebrated the fortieth anniversary of the 
Great October Socialist Revolution. The cele- 
bration held in Moscow was attended by re- 
presentatives of the Communist and Work- 
ers’ Parties of the world and delegates of 
peoples of a large number of countries. 

The delegation of the Korean Workers’ Par- 
ty and the D.P.R.K. Government which at- 
tended the celebration of the fortieth anni- 
versary of the October Revolution conveyed 
the fraternal greetings of the Korean people 
to the Communist Party of the Soviet U- 
nion, the Government of the U.S.S.R. and the 
great Soviet people. 


Comrade Khrushchov’s report at ithe 
Jubilee Session of the Supreme Soviet for the 
fortieth anniversary of the October Revolu- 
tion and the appeals addressed to the Soviet 
people and the peoples the world over mani- 
fested the firm belief of the Soviet people in 
the victory of communism and their resolve 
to uphold the lasting peace of the world. 

The commemoration of the fortieth anni- 
versary of the October Revolution was an 
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event of great political significance summariz- 
ing the historical victories of the great So- 
viet people and the successes made in the 
international communist movement in the 
past forty years. 

The commemoration of the fortieth anni- 
versary of the October Revolution demon- 
strated the unbreakable unity of the peoples 
of the socialist camp, headed by the great 
Soviet Union, and millions upon millions 
of working people of the world, and confirm- 
ed their conviction of ultimate victory of 
communism. 


Nearly one half of the period covered by 
the Soviet power, as pointed out by Comrade 
Khrushchov at the Jubilee Session of the 
Supreme Soviet, U.S.S.R., for the fortieth 
anniversary of the October Revolution, was 
spent in trying wars against aggression by 
the enemies and in the postwar reconstruc- 
tions. For all this, the national economy oi 
the Soviet Union achieved in some twenty 
years leaping development unmatched in the 
history of mankind. 

The gross industrial output of the Soviet 
Union shows a growth of 33 times in the 
current year of 1957 compared with 1913 
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and, of this, the production of the means of 
production 74 times. 

The rural economy likewise achieved great 
success during this period and especially of 
late it registered a sharp upswing thanks to 
a series of important measures taken by the 
Central Committee of the Communist Party 
of the Soviet Union, such as the reclamation 
of virgin and long-fallow lands. 

The Soviet Union has outstripped by far 
the United States and other capitalist coun- 
tries in a number of important scientific 
fields. By perfecting the intercontinental 
ballistic rocket and launching the sputniks, 
the Soviet Union ushered in a new era in the 
history of the scientific development of the 
world. This is a great contribution of Soviet 
science to peace-loving mankind. 

These historical achievements made by the 
Soviet people in communist construction 
demonstrate the decisive superiority of the 
socialist system over the capitalist system. 

Reviewing the path they traversed in the 
past forty years — a path filled with travails 
and triumphs — the Soviet people are stand- 
ing today on a height commanding the view 
of the illumined edifice of communism. 

In the near future the Soviet Union will 
leave -behind the United States in the pro- 
duction of major industrial goods and within 
the next few years surpass the United States 
in per capita output of meat, milk and butter. 


This. denotes the conclusive victory of the. 


socialist system and the general decline ol 
the capitalist system in the historical com- 
petition between socialism and capitalism. 

Comrades, 

The Russian proletariat fulfilled for the 
first time the imminent task of modern 
history on a vast territory occupying one 
sixth of the earth, by throwing off the capi- 
talist fetters and carrying out the socialist 
revolution under the guidance of the Com- 
munist Party of the Soviet Union led by the 
great Lenin, the genius of mankind. 

The October Revolution and the successful 
socialist construction that ensued in the Sov- 
iet Union have proved the great vitality of 
Marxism-Leninism and inspired millions 
upon millions of the working masses on the 
globe to the struggle against capitalist op- 
pression. 

The growth and strengthening of the So- 
viet Union, the great bulwark of the world 
socialist revolution and the living incarna- 
tion of Marxism-Leninism, has opened up a 
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new historic era for the emancipation strug- 
gle of hundreds of millions of working peo- 
ple, greatly enhancing the attracting power 
this theory exerts upon them. 

Under the leadership of the Communist 


Party of the Soviet Union, the heroic Soviet 


working class and the entire Soviet people 


have not only safeguarded their socialist 


motherland but also saved from the danger 
of enslavement the peoples of many countries 
in Europe and Asia through the completion of 
the industrialization of the country under 


conditions of capitalist encirclement by de- 


voting everything to the construction of a 
powerful heavy industry, undergoing all 
kinds of ordeals and sacrifices and economiz- 
ing even pennies. 

The great Soviet Union made an immense 
contribution to the international communist 
movement and the struggle for the liberation 
of the human race. 

The Soviet Union, the first socialist coun- 
try, has been the bulwark and center of the 
world revolutionary movement for forty 


years. 


Were it not for such powerful center, the 


communist ideology would not have gained 
the enormous results of today in the world in 
the scores of years in the past. 


Today, the young socialist countries are 
firmly united around the great Soviet Union, 
are enjoying the economic and technical as- 
sistance and support of the Soviet Union and 
are creatively applying her rich experiences. 

Frustrating the aggressive attempts of the 
imperialists, these countries are upholding 
sovereign independence and are constructing 


‘socialism with credit. 


The unity of international workers’ move- 
ment and peace forces centering around the 
Soviet Union constitutes the decisive guar- 
antee for winning victory in the struggle a- 
gainst imperialist war incendiaries and for 
peace, demccracy and socialism. 

Precisely for this reason, uniting around 
the Soviet Union and supporting and stand- 
ing for her are the sacred duty for all the 
communists. (Loud applause.) 

Comrades, 

With the celebration of the fortieth anni- 
versary of the Great October Socialist Re- 
volution as an occasion, a conference of re- 
presentatives of the Communist and Work- 
ers’ Parties of the socialist countries and a 
conference of representatives of 64. Com- 
munist and Workers’ Parties of the world in- 
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cluding the socialist countries were held in 
Moscow. 

The meetings discussed major questions 
arising from international workers’ move- 
ment, questions of socialist revolution and 
socialist construction and the related current 
international affairs and the resulting tasks 
of the joint struggle of parties in all coun- 
tries. 

The recent meetings, participated in by re- 
presentatives of the greatest number of 
parties in the history of the communist move- 
ment, marked a world historic event demon- 
strating the might of the socialist camp head- 
ed by the Soviet Union and the gigantic 
growth of the communist and workers’ move- 
ment. 

Whereas there were 43 Communist Parties 
with a membership of some 4,200,000 in ac- 
tion on the eve of World War II, today Com- 
munist and Workers’ Parties are active in 75 
countries and they embrace more than 33 
million members. 

Today, the Communist and Workers’ Par- 
ties have taken upon themselves the vanguard 
role at all outposts of the struggle of the 
world people for peace, democracy and soci 
alism, and the ideology of Marxism-Lenin- 
ism has become the banner of liberation 
struggle for more and more people the world 
over. 

From the first day of the rise, the com- 
munist movement has been tempered and has 
erown amid the vehement resistance and 
merciless suppression of the ruling class. Es- 
pecially in recent years, in spite of the in- 
tensified offensive of the international reac- 
tion against the socialist states and world 
communist movement, each party has heroi- 
cally repulsed the attack of the reaction and 
has become more seasoned through grim 
trials, and the unity among the parties has 
been still more cemented. 

The Moscow meetings demonstrated the 
firm unity of the Communist and Workers’ 
Parties of all countries under the banner of 
Marxism-Leninism and proletarian interna- 
tionalism and the identity of their will and 
action in the common struggle against im- 
perialism and for peace and socialism. They 
also marked a new stage in the development 
of the international communist movement. 

The Declaration and Manifesto adopted at 
the meetings are of tremendous significance 
in the struggle of the parties and peoples of 
all countries for peace and socialism. 
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The Declaration adopted at the conference 
of representatives of the Communist and 
Workers’ Parties of the socialist countries 
generalized the experiences in the world 
communist and workers’ movement as well 
as in socialist construction and outlined the 
tasks common to the struggle of the Com- 
munist and Workers’ Parties of different 
countries, and it is a programmatic docu- 
ment for each Party. 

Comrades, 

As is noted in the Declaration, the main 
essence of our epoch is the transition from 
capitalism to socialism which was begun by 
the Great October Socialist Revolution in 
Russia. 

Today, international situation is at a great 
historical turning point for securing the de- 
cisive victory of socialism in the world arena. 

Today, forty years since the victory of the 


socialist revolution in Russia, over one third 


of the world population or more than 950. 
million people have already embarked upon 
the road of socialism. The banner of social- 
ism is waving over the vast area of more 
than a quarter of the globe and socialism has. 


been converted into a world system. 


The signal growth of the socialist forces 
has boundlessly inspired the liberation move- 
ment of the people of colonial and dependent 
countries and is precipitating the collapse 
of the imperialist, colonial system. Since 
World War II, besides the peoples of the 
Chinese People’s ‘Republic, the Democratic 
People’s Republic of Korea and the Vietnam 
Democratic Republic, over 700 million peo- 
ple have cast off the colonial yoke and built 


sovereign, independent states. 


Whereas more than half of the world po- 
pulation were tinder the imperialist colonial 
yoke before World War II, at present the 
number has decreased to no more than 160 
million. And they too are waging an ever 
stauncher struggle for their national libera- 
tion. 

In Asia, colonies have been mostly stamp- 
ed out and the Asian situation has gone 
through a fundamental change. 

Hundreds of millions of the Asian people 
who underwent century-long oppression have 
firmly seized their destiny in their hands and 
are playing all the greater role in the deve- 
lopment of the history of mankind. The U.S. 
ageressors are working hard to restore their 
domination over Asia, gleaning such human 
scums as Chiang Kai-shek, Syngman Rhee 
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and Ngo Dinh.Diem who have already been 
forsaken by the people. This reminds us of 
the saying: a drowning man will catch at a 
siraw. | 

Gone forever is the time when imperialism 
dominated most of the world. At present, the 
imperialist countries have a total population 
of 500 million. And the class conflict in these 
countries and the contradictions among the 
imperialist countries are becoming more and 
more acute. 

The history of forty years has fundamen- 
tally changed the world map and it is clearly 
showing the great victory of socialism over 
imperialism. 

The enormous development of economy, 
science and technique in the Soviet Union 
and the achievements of socialist construc- 
tion in the People’s Democracies have chang- 
ed the world socialist system into an invin- 
cible might. In each socialist country, the na- 
tional economy is developing at a high tem- 
po unheard of under capitalism and the ma- 
terial and cultural living standard of the peo- 
ple is being steadily improved and enhanced. 
The share of the socialist countries in the 
world industrial output accounts for roughly 
one third and this share is steadily growing. 

Today, the world socialist system has be- 
come a decisive force further confirming the 
confidence of the people in the victory of 
peace and socialism and accelerating the so- 
cial progress. 

Imperialism has been further weakened 
owing to the signal growth of the socialist 
ie and the collapse of the colonial sys- 
em. 

In the imperialist countries, the contradic- 
tion between productive forces and produc- 
tion relations has become extremely acute 
and the successes of modern science and 
technique are not used for the development 
of society and the interests of people. 

The world capitalist economy is in a very 
unstable situation, facing a new, even sharp- 
er crisis. 

The big monopolies which held sway over 
the capitalist world are further intensifying 
their exploitation of the working class and 
encroaching upon the interests of a broader 
strata of the capitalist society for the purpose 
of maintaining their high profit. This is all 
the more deepening the contradictions of 
capitalism and stimulating the broad strata 
of the working people headed by the working 
class in these countries to the struggle a- 
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gainst imperialism and for socialism: | 

That socialism will certainly win final 
victory on a world-wide scale has become a 
living reality before the world people. 

The imperialist aggressive circles with 
the United States as their ringleader, pursu- 
ing the so-called “positions of strength” 
policy, are going to the folly of resisting the 
law-governed development of human history. 

The U.S. imperialists are not only trying 
to strangle democratic freedom and menace 
national independence everywhere in the 
world and put a colonial noose of new style 
around the neck of the liberated people, but 
also perpetrating systematic subversive ac- 
tivities against the socialist countries. 

The U.S. imperialism is the center of the 
world reaction and the sinister enemy of 
mankind. They are refusing armaments re- 
duction and ban on the manufacture and use 
of atomic and hydrogen weapons and are in 
a frenzy in the preparation for a new war by 
continuing arms race and by building mili- 
tary bases in various parts of the world. 

However, today the forces of socialism and 
peace have grown powerful enough ito frus- 
ag the war machination of the imperial- 
ists. 

The armed invasion of the British and 
French imperialists against the Egyptian 
people and the plan of the U.S. imperialist 
aggressors to overthrow the people’s demo- 
cratic system in Hungary suffered disgrace- 
ful reverses. 

Today, the aggressive scheme of the U.S. 
imperialists against the Syrian people has 
also been frustrated. 

All this shows that the imperialists headed 

by the U.S. imperialists cannot dare invade 
any of the socialist countries nor can they 
unleash a war at will in any part of the world 
in face of the powerful might and indissoluble 
unity of the socialist camp. 
As in Europe and the Near and Middle 
East, the aggressive plan of the U.S. imperi- 
alists will not escape failure in Asia, either. 
The defeat of the U.S. and other imperialists 
in the Korean and Indo-Chinese wars proved 
this more clearly than anything else. 

The invincible might of the socialist camp 
headed by the Soviet Union, the existence of 
the Asian and African peace-loving coun- 
tries which oppose imperialism and form a 
vast peace zone together with the socialist 
countries, the decisive march against war of 
the international working class and the Com- 
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munist Parties, its vanguard, the liberation 
movement of the colonial. and semi-colonial 
peoples 
mass movement of the peoples for peace — 
all this is creating the realistic possibilities 
for preventing war. at the present time. _ 

The participants of the Moscow confer- 
ences were wunanimous in noting that war 
can be prevented and a lasting peace pre- 
served, provided vigiiance against the ma- 
noeuvres of the imperialist aggressive circles 
is heightened and all the ‘forces of peace 
united. 

Should the imperialists provoke a ‘new war 
disregarding everything, imperialism will 
bring itself to a complete ruin. 

As was noted in the Declaration and Mani- 
festo, the question of war or peaceful coexist- 
ence. is the basic question of word politics 
and the struggle for peace stands out as the 
prime task for the Communist and Workers’ 
Parties of different countries and the entire 
people. 

The Korean people, along with the peace- 
loving peoples the world over, are struggling 
for the preservation of peace in the world, 
particularly for peace and collective security 
in Asia. 

The struggle for the immediate cessation 
of the tests of atomic and hydrogen weapons 
and the complete ban on their manufacture 
and use must be waged as a nation-wide 
movement. 

We are striving for establishing friendly 
relations with all countries on the Leninist 
principle uf peaceful coexistence of countries 
with differing social system. 

We should further strengthen mutual co- 
operation and solidarity with India, Indo- 
nesia, Egypt, Syria, Burma, Ceylon and 
other Asian and African countries in the 
struggle for the consolidation of peace and 
against colonialism. 

“The Korean people desire the establish- 
ment of friendly relations with the Japanese 
people and support all the democratic move- 
ment in Japan. They will endeavour to set 
up normal relations with Japan. 

It is of weighty significance for the con- 
solidation of peace in. the Far East to oppose 
the revival of militarism in Japan and to 
democratize Japan. 

We, together with all the peoples of all the 
countries, should launch a common struggle 
against the stationing of foreign imperi- 
alist aggressive armies in any of the Asian 
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and the tremendous growth of the 


countries and against the conversion of any 
Asian country or of any Asian area into atom- 
ic bases of the U.S. aggressive army. 

Herein lies the greatest guarantee for the 
preservation of peace in Asia. 

Comrades, 

The fundamental change in international 
situation manifests itself in the situation of 
our country. It is creating conditions decisive- 
ly favourable to the struggle of the Korean 
people for. the peaceful unification of the fa- 
therland and socialist construction. 

It is the most. important and prime revolu- 
tionary task confronting the Korean people 
at the present stage to struggle for maintain- 
ing peace in Korea and for the peaceful uni- 
fication of the fatherland. 

To realize this task, our Party. has strug- 
gled and is struggling for uniting and rous- 
ing all the patriotic forces in South Korea to 
the anti-imperialist, anti-feudal struggle, 
while further consolidating the democratic 
base by. accelerating socialist construction in 
the North. 

In the postwar period, the situation of our 
country has changed more favourably for the 
Korean people. 

The characteristics of the present situation 
of our country are that in the northern part 
of the Republic the socialist. forces are rapid- 
ly growing and becoming stronger, while in 
South Korea the colonial rule of the U.S. im- 
perialist aggressors is going bankrupt and 
contraditions between the U.S. imperialists 
and the broad popular masses are becoming 
more acute with every passing day. 

The people in the northern part of the Re- 
public under the guidance of our Party and 
the Government’ of the Republic, have re- 
gistered great results in the struggle for 
the postwar rehabilitation and development 
of the national economy. 

During the Postwar Three-Year Plan 
period, the industrial and agricultural out- 
put not only reached but surpassed by far the 
prewar level, and towns and villages rose 
from ruins, assuming a new look. 

The successful fulfilment of the Three-Year 
Plan not simply restored ruined productive 
forces, but also basically laid an indepen- 
dent foundation for the national economy of 
our country and radically changed the soci- 
al and econamic basis of our country. 

The colonial lopsidedness of industry has 
been eliminated in a large measure and its 
technical foundation further fortified. 
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Thanks to the expansion and reinforcement 
of socialist production relations and especial- 
ly to the decisive victory of agricultural 
cooperativization, the socialist | economic 
form has come to assume a predominant 
position in towns and the countryside. 

The development of our national economy 
is bringing a new upsurge on the basis of the 
substantial technical reformation and social- 
ist production relations. 

According to preliminary data, the gross 
industrial output in 1957 will surpass by 
nearly 40 per cent that of last year or 2.8 
times the prewar level. 

It is expected that grain output will -a- 

mount to more than 3,200,000 tons. Such 
harvest was beyond imagination at the time 
of the Japanese imperialist rule. It is neces- 
sary to note here that this result was 
attained under extremely unfavourable cli- 
matic conditions. 
_ The people’s living is improving and edu- 
cation and culture are flourishing. Socialism 
has won a decisive victory’ in ‘our national 
economy and taken deep root in all aspects 
of life of the working people. 

The great results attained in the ‘socialist 
economic construction radically changed 
class correlation and further consolidated our 
state and social systems. 

The political unity and solidarity .of the 
popular masses based on the worker-peasant 
alliance is gaining further strength on a new 
socialist foundation. 

The political and labour enthusiasm of the 
entire people is elevated, and all people are 
taking part in socialist construction with 
clear prospect and firm confidence. 

The socialist revolution is winning victory 
in the northern part of the Republic. 

The immense growth of the socialist for- 
ces in the northern part of the Republic con- 
stitutes a fundamental factor in changing the 
situation of our country in favour of the Ko- 
rean people. 

This constitutes a decisive force.of suppress- 
ing and frustrating the enemy’s provocative 
machinations in Korea and a forceful driving 
power for further inspiring the South Korean 
people in their struggle against the U.S. 
imperialists and the Syngman Rhee traitors. 

Today, South Korea is plunging into an 
irrecoverable, acute crisis in all the domains 
of political and economic life. 

Owing to the war preparation policy and 
colonial predatory policy of the U.S. imperi- 
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alists and the traitorous Syngman Rhee 
clique, the South Korean economy is going 
from bad to worse. 

The national industry is heading toward 
bankruptcy due to the overflow of U.S. sur- 
plus goods, the exclusive possession of raw 
materials and funds by U.S. monopoly capi- 
tal as well as comprador capital and the 
heavy burden of tax. 

A great number of the medium and small 
enterprises were closed down and roughly 
eighty per cent of the remaining enterprises 
were obliged last spring to suspend opera- 
tion or work part time. 

Rural economy, the main object of plunder 
of the traitorous Syngman Rhee clique, has 
been utterly ruined. 

The area of arable land is dwindling year 
after year:and the output of grain in 1956 
was nearly 30 per cent less than that of the 
last period of the Japanese imperialist rule. 

In the budget of the puppet government in 
1956, military and police outlays swallowed 
up 65 per cent of the total expenditure, while 
revenue from taxes upon the popular masses 
accounted for 86 per cent of the total re- 
venue. Financial deficit is on a sharp in- 
crease, currency is inflating and prices are 
sky-rocketing. 

‘Owing to the ruin of economy and the in- 
tensification of plunder, the workers, 
peasants and the entire toiling people of 
South Korea are languishing from unemploy- 
ment, hunger and poverty. The South Korean 
people are denied even elementary . freedom. 
The U.S. aggressors’ insult and outrages a- 
gainst them are aggravated, and everything 
that is national and progressive in South Ko- 
rea is being strangled. 

All this is what the U.S. colonial rule over 
South Korea for the twelve years has pro- 
duced: 

The interests of the U.S. monopolies rul- 
ing South Korea sharply conflict not only 
with the interests of the workers and pea- 
sants but with the interests of the broad 
strata of people including the urban petty 
bourgeoisie and the national bourgeoisie, 
with the exception of only a handful of land- 
lords. and comprador capitalists. 

The U.S. imperialists’ colonial rule has 
driven the South Korean people to such a 
situation that they cannot go on-‘living in 
this way any longer. 

The South Korean people have become 
ever more clearly aware that they can free 
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themselves from the unbearable sufferings 
only by.doing away with the U.S. imperial- 
ists colonial rule and attaining the peaceful 
unification of the country. 

The contradictions within the South Kore- 
an. ruling circles are also being aggravated. 
The conflicts between the Liberal Party and 
the opposition parties are becoming intense 
and the disaffection of the oppositionists to 
the Syngman Rheeites is further increasing. 

All this bespeaks that the U.S. imperialists 
and Syngman Rhee traitorous clique are be- 
ing isolated from the masses of people and 
the ground of their rule is weakening. 

This at the same time shows that possi- 
bility is further maturing in South Korea to- 
day for the formation of the united front of 
the entire patriotic forces embracing the 
workers, peasants and the rest of the broad 
strata of the people. | 

The U.S. aggressors and their lackeys are 
trying hard to patch up their crumbling poli- 
cy toward South Korea and to escape the 
confronting crisis. | 

With this in view, they are following the 
course of creating new tension in Korea, 
while intensifying the exploitation and op- 
pression of the South Korean people. 

Recently the U.S. side unilaterally de- 
clared the scrapping of part of the provisions 
of the Armistice Agreement, and is manoeu- 
vering to introduce new types of weapons in- 
to South Korea and to convert South Korea 
into an American atomic base. 

However, there is not the slightest doubt 
that such policy of theirs will bring result 
diametrically contrary to their aim. 

The situation created in North and South 
Korea calls upon the entire people to launch 
a more vigorous struggle for the peaceful 
unification of the country. 

The preservation of peace in Korea and the 
realization of peaceful unification are the u- 
nanimous aspiration and a vital question of 
the entire Korean people. This, furthermore, 
will greatly make for maintaining and con- 
solidating peace in Asia and in the rest of 
the world. 

_Our Party has set forth on several occa- 
sions rational and _ practical programmes 
for the peaceful unification of the fatherland 


and has continuously struggled for their 
realization. 
The strict observance of the Armistice 


Agreement constitutes the first step towards 
the preservation of peace in Korea. 
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The U.S. side should speedily put an end 
to all sorts of provocations at the Military 
Demarcation Line, illegal introduction of 
weapons and other acts contravening the 
Armistice Agreement. 

The armistice ought to be turned into a 
stable peace. 

The major factor menacing peace and ob- 
structing peaceful unification in our country 
is the stationing in South Korea of the U.S. 
ageressive army. 

As long as the U.S. Army is stationed in 
South Korea and its aggressive policy con- 
tinues, peace in Korea is impossible and 
peaceful unification can not be realized. 

The U.S. aggressive army must withdraw 
from South Korea. (Applause.) 

We demand that all foreign troops, includ- 
ing the Chinese People’s Volunteers, with- 
draw from Korea. 

While continuously clamouring for the 
“march north,” the Syngman Rhee clique is 
maintaining more than 700,000 men of the 
puppet army by bleeding the South Korean 
people white and is bent on the armament 
expansion. 

We once again propose to cut down the 
numerical strength of the North and South 
Korean armies to 100,000 each or less for 
the purpose of easing tension in Korea and 
reducing the unsupportable military burdens 
of the South Korean people in particular. 

At present, an extremely abnormal relation 
exists between the North and South with the 
Military Demarcation Line in between. 

We can not tolerate the present situation 
of the Military Demarcation Line being a 
barrier causing national division. 

Why can not the people of the same blood 
freely travel to and fro in their own country 
and exchange goods or even letters among 
themselves? 

The present situation benefits none of the 
Korean people and constitutes a source olf 
sufferings of our nation. 

The artificial barrier between the North 
and South must be torn down for the in- 
terests of the Korean nation and particularly 
jor the interests of the South Korean people 
who are undergoing all kinds of sufferings. 
The people must be allowed to travel freely, 
normal exchange of letters must be ensured 
and all kinds of goods interchanged bet- 
ween the North and South. If this. cannot 
be realized immediately, certain spots and 
routes should be designated, to begin with, 
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in North and South Korea so goods can be 
exchanged and people in North and South 
Korea can meet with each other. 

The South Korean people must be provid- 
ed with the possibility of using the abund- 
ant electricity, coal, cement, chemical fertili- 
zer and many other industrial products in 
North Korea and the people of both parts 
allowed to catch fish freely in the seas of 
North and South Korea. 

The political parties, social organizations 
and individual personages in North and 
South Korea must be provided with the op- 
portunity of having contacts and holding 
negotiation between them. First of all, in 
South Korea, political life must be demo- 
cratized and the free activities of all political 
parties and social organizations ensured. 

We will ensure any of the political parties, 
social organizations or individual person- 
ages of South Korea conditions for free acti- 
vities in North Korea. The solution of all 
these questions will accelerate peaceful 
unification and create realistic possibility for 
it. Thus, our country should be unified in a 
peaceful way through general elections 
throughout the North and South on the basis 
of the democratic will of the Korean people, 
without any interference from outside. 

The Korean question should be solved by 
the Korean people themselves in accordance 
with their own will. 

For the realization of the peaceful unifica- 
tion of the fatherland it is indispensable to 
unite all partriotic forces under the united 
front against the U.S. imperialists and 
Syngman Rhee clique. 

The struggle for the peaceful unification 
of the fatherland can be waged more suc- 
cessfully, only by forming a united front in 
South Korea embracing workers, peasants, 
intellectuals, handicraftsmen, traders, na- 
tional capitalists and other people of broad 
social strata with the exception of a handful 
of landlords and compradors who are in 
league with the U.S. imperialists. 

Today in South Korea, the formation of 
such united front has already come to the 
fore as a ripe question. 

We will unite and struggle jointly with 
all political parties, organizations, individu- 
al personages and all circles opposing the 
U.S. imperialists and Syngman Rhee trai- 
tors and supporting the peaceful unification 
of the country. 

We will march hand in hand with anyone 
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who is desirous of national independence and 
peaceful -unification, without asking his past. 

Such is the stand and propositions of our 
Party on peaceful unification. 

Comrades, 

The preservation of peace in Korea and 
the peaceful unification of the fatherland can 
not be attained without struggle. We must 
not wait for them, but win them. 

The peaceful unification of the country 
will be accomplished if we firmly rely on the 
support and encouragement of the powerful 
socialist camp headed by the Soviet Union, 
and the world peace-loving forces, unite the 
socialist forces in the northern part of the Re- 
public with all patriotic forces in South 
Korea and mobilize them in the struggle 
against the U.S. imperialists and Syngman 
Rhee traitors. 

The key point in carrying out our revolu- 
tionary tasks is the further consolidation of 
the democratic base through the acceleration 
of socialist construction in the North. 

At present, the working people of the 
northern part of the Republic are displaying 
high labour enthusiasm and creative initia- 
tive for the fulfilment of the assignments of 
the huge First Five-Year Plan. 

The successful fulfilment of the Five-Year 
Plan will further consolidate the socialist 
economic foundation in the northern part of 
the Republic and, at the same time, basically 
solve the food, clothing and housing ques- 
tion of the people and turn our country from 
a backward agrarian into a self-supporting 
industrial-agrarian state. 

There is no shadow of doubt thai during 
the Five-Year Plan period the northern part 
of the Republic will register a great devel- 
opment and change in all spheres of the 
political, economic and cultural life. We 
have every condition and possibility for the 
fulfilment of the Five-Year Plan. There is 
also no doubt that conditions in South Ko- 
rea under the U.S. imperialist occupation 
will become even worse in the future. 

In South Korea, economy will further de- 
cline, the sufferings of the people will in- 
crease arid the contradictions between the 
U.S. imperialists and the broad masses of 
people will become ever more acute. The 
U.S. imperialist colonial predatory policy 
can bring about no other result, 

It is most obvious what result this funda- 
mefital change in the balance of forces will 
bring about. 
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The South Korean people cannot fail to 
see this change. They will still more resolu- 
tely come out in demand of a people’s go- 
vernment like that of the northern part and 
will come to wage a further staunch struggle 
against the reactionary rule of the U.S. im- 
perialists and Syngman Rhee traitorous 
clique. The realization of peaceful unification, 
of course, requires a long and stern struggle 
of the Korean people. However, the enemies 
of revolution will be powerless to bar our on- 
ward march, and the Korean people will cer- 
tainly attain ultimate victory. (Applause.) 

Comrades, 

At the conference of representatives of the 
Communist and Workers’ Parties of the so- 
cialist countries, the question of strengthening 
the unity of the socialist camp and of the 
Communist and Workers’ Parties arose as 
one of the cardinal issttes. 

The representatives of the Communist and 
Workers’ Parties of all countries manifested 
the firm resolution further to strengthen 
mutual solidarity and unity in the joint 
struggle for peace, democracy and socialism 
and to counter the aggressive manoetvre 
and all sorts of provocative acts of the im- 
perialists with the united strength of the 
socialist countries. 

On the basis of the propositions of Lenin 
on national question and the experiences 
accumulated in the mutual relations among 
the countries of the world socialist system, 
the Moscow Conference once again made it 
clear that “the socialist countries base their 
relations on principles of complete equality, 
respect for territorial integrity, national in- 
dependence and sovereignty and non-inter- 
ference in one another’s affairs.” 

There has never been and there cannot be 
a relation like this among the capitalist 
countries. 

These principles further deepen mutual 
confidence among the peoples of the socialist 
camp and further promote the strengthening 
of solidarity among them. 

However, these do not exhaust the essence 
of relations among the socialist countries. 
The source of the invincible might of the 
socialist camp lies in the internationalist 
unity of the countries belonging to this 
camp. 

The socialist countries are united in a 
single big family by the commonness of their 
ideology and social system, by the require- 
ment of mutual aid and support and the 
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identity of interests and aims in the struggle 
against imperialism and for the victory of 
socialism. 

At the Moscow Conference, special em- 
phasis was laid on the firm unity of the 
countries of the socialist camp and the Com- 
munist and Workers’ Parties of all countries 
around the great Soviet Union and the Com- 
munist Party of the Soviet Union, which not 
only has accumulated the richest experiences 
in socialist construction and in the struggle 
against the imperialist aggressors but also 
is the first socialist state strongest in the 
world in all spheres of politics, economy, 
culture and science. This is natural. 

How precious is the unity between the 
brother parties and peoples of various coun- 
tries centering around the Soviet Union not 
only for the interests of the socialist camp 
and international labour movement in ge- 
neral but also for the interests of the people 
of each country themselves, has been prov- 
ed by the experiences of the international 
labour movement in the forty years since 
the October Revolution, more clearly by the 
lessons from the events in recent years. 


The Korean people have vital interests in 
the friendship and solidarity with the peo- 
ples of the Soviet Union and other fraternal 
countries and have most keenly experienced 
the enormous might of proletarian interna- 
tionalism through their life and struggle. In 
the recent years, our socialist camp and par- 
ties in various countries have undergone a 
grave trial. 


In step with the imperialists in their pro- 
vocative “anti-Soviet, anti-Communist’ 
machinations of all sorts, the revisionists 
did everything in their power to smear pro- 
letarian. internationalism, slander the So- 
viet Union and undermine the unity of the 
socialist countries and of parties. 


The more open the enemies and rightist 
opportunists became in their desperate at- 
tempt, the more actively our Party came out 
in supporting and defending the Soviet 
Union and in evincing its principled attitude 
and firm resolution to rally around the So- 
viet Union — the generally recognized cen- 
tre of the socialist camp and the internation- 


al labour movement — holding higher the 
banner of proletarian internationalism. 
(Applause.) 


In the future, too, the Korean people will 
support the Soviet people, learn from them 
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and march ahead together with them for 
ever. 

We regard this as our sacred communist 
duty. 

And we will also strive for further consoli- 
dating kindred relations of freindship with 
the Chinese people, our friendly neighbour, 
and for cementing solidarity with al] the 
brotherly peoples of the socialist countries. 

We must strengthen education in interna- 
tionalism among the masses and, in har- 
mony with it, steadily strengthen education 
in patriotism. 

Our patriotism is socialist patriotism. We 
reject bourgeois nationalism and chauvinism 
of all hues. Nationalism not only undermines 
the friendly relations among nations, but 
also contradicts first of all the national in- 
terests and the class interests of the work- 
ing masses of a given country itself. Bour- 
geois nationalism and chauvinism are op- 
posed to proletarian internationalism and 
socialist patriotism and hinder the sound 
development of true patriotism among the 
masses. 


We know how the Syngman Rhee clique, 
behind the signboard of “patriotism,” is de- 
ceiving the working people in South Korea, 
suppressing and exploiting them and selling 
off the sovereignty root and all, 

We love and cherish more than anything 
the socialist gains and the socialist system 
attained by our working people through 
struggle, and fight against exploitation and 
oppression of all manifestations. 


We respect and love all the progressive 
things in the past and present of our country 
and are struggling for making all beautiful 
and excellent things the possessions of the 
people and to serve their happy life. 

We love our fatherland where the workers, 
peasants and other working people have be- 
come the masters — the fatherland which is 
prospering in the big family of the socialist 
camp, while strengthening the internationalist 


friendship and solidarity with the peoples of 


the fraternal countries. This is precisely our 
socialist patriotism. 

The important task of our Party members 
and working masses is, first of all, to fulfil 
successfully the revolutionary task in our 
own country and mobilize themselves ever 
more consciously in the struggle for enriching 
and strengthening our country, by displaying 
patriotic zeal. 
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This is our patriotic duty and, only by so 
doing, can we fulfil satisfactorily our proletari- 
an internationalist duty, which will make 
a substantial contribution to reinforcing the 
international socialist forces. 

Comrades, 

The Declaration once again patently clari- 
fied the problems on the principles of the re- 
volutionary Marxist-Leninist theory and laid 
special emphasis on the question of opposing 
doctrinairism and revisionism of all shades 
and upholding purity of Marxism-Leninism. 

Marxism-Leninism is the world outlook 
and weapon for the liberation of the working: 
class and.oppressed working masses. 

The life of the proletarian parties consists 
precisely in embodying in themselves this 
ideology. 

They are winning victory in struggle by 
upholding this weapon. 

Herein lies the reason why the foes of Marx- 
ism-Leninism hatched recently all conceiva- 
ble machinations to distort the essence of 
Marxism-Leninism and kill its revolutionary 
spirit. They denied the historical necessity of 
proletarian dictatorship and the leading role 
of Marxist-Leninist Party in the period of 
transition from capitalism to socialism — the 
most fundamental question of Marxism-Le- 
ninism. 

It is all the more important at this moment 
that the recent Moscow Conference confirmed 
the complete identity of the views of the Com- 
munist and Workers’ Parties of various coun- 
tries on the fundamental questions of social- 
ist revolution and socialist construction and 
once again clarified the immutable and im- 
movable principles of Marxism-Leninism. 

A series of propositions for establishing 
proletarian dictatorship in line with socialist 
revolution—strengthening the leadership of 
Marxist-Leninist Parties and the worker-pea- 
sant alliance led by the working class, liquida- 
tion of capitalist possession and_ establish- 
ment of social possession of basic means of 
production, socialist transformation of the 
rural economy, planned development of the 
national economy, fulfilment of socialist cul- 
tural revolution, safeguarding socialist gains 
from the encroachment of the enemies at home 
and abroad and strengthening of proletarian 
internationalist solidarity with the working 
class of .all countries—are general laws of 
Marxism-Leninism the correctness of which 
has been borne out by the practical experi- 
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ences. in socialist construction of the Soviet 
Union since the Great October Revolution 
and of other socialist countries. 

These will constitute also in the future, as 
in the past and at present, Marxist-Leninist 
standards determining the principled stand 
of all the parties and communists building 
socialism, and serve as their compass. 

It is essential for the Marxist-Leninist Par- 
ties to firmly adhere to these bed-rock prin- 
ciples and creatively apply them to the con- 
crete, historical conditions of their countries. 

It is as harmful to the cause of socialism to 
depart from the universal principles of Marx- 
ism-Leninism, laying too much emphasis on 
national peculiarities, as to apply mechanical- 
ly the general principles of Marxism-Lenin- 
ism and experiences of other countries, ignor- 
ing national peculiarities. 

From the first day of its founding, our Par- 
ty has unswervingly followed the path indi- 
cated by Lenin and exerted consistent efforts 
for materializing the Marxist-Leninist princi- 
ples in the actual life of our country. 

The experience of our Party shows that 
whatever difficult conditions may be created 
internationally or internally and whatever 
knotty problems may arise within the Party, 
the Party can successfully overcome all the 
difficulties and trials and can successfully 
carry out the revolutionary tasks confronting 
it by rallying the working class and the.en- 
tire working masses around it with further 
united and consolidated ranks, when the Par- 
ty unwaveringly adheres to the Marxist- 
Leninist principles, steadily educates the 
Party members in this spirit and wages a 
staunch struggle for the implementation of 
these principles. 

In the recent stern years when the enemies’ 
offensive against the socialist camp was be- 
ing intensified, our Party came out in a re- 
solute struggle, keeping pace with brother 
parties, against the machinations of the. im- 
perialists and opportunists. In this. connec- 
tion we have waged tense struggle for fur- 
ther strengthening the ranks of the Party 
organizationally and ideologically, with a 
view to consolidating above all the position 
of our own country, and for successfully car- 
rving out the immediate political and econo- 
mic tasks by mobilizing the activeness and 
creativeness of the entire Party members and 
working masses. 

The unfolding of the nation-wide cam- 
paign for singling out and exposing counter- 
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revolutionary. elements, the work of Party 
card renewal carried. out on an_ all-Party 
scale between the end of 1956 and the begin- 
ning of 1957, the work of concentrated guid- 
ance and inspection of major Party organiza- 
tions, the political and economic struggle for 
the fulfilment of the decisions of the December 
Plenum of 1956 and a number of other ap- 
propriate steps taken by the Party were of 
great significance in frustrating the subver- 
sive manoeuvre of the enemies against our 
Party and our people’s democratic system, 
ensuring the purify of the Party ranks, fur- 
ther strengthening the bond between the Par- 
ty and the masses and rallying the entire 
Party members and working masses with the 
single idea and will of the Party. 

Thus, for all the clamours of the enemies 
outside, our Pariy has maintained its stand 
of steel-like unity, and the entire members 
of our Party and working masses, rallied as 
one around the Central Committee of the Par- 
ty, showed the resolution and readiness to 
defend the cause of socialism and to fight 
for this. (Loud applause.) 

This was expressed in the brilliant victory 
in the elections to the local organs of power 
and the elections to the supreme organ of 
power held in this period and expressed ever 
more clearly in the historical results in the 
economic construction of our country. 

Todav Marxism-Leninism has become the 
dominant idea in our country and socialism 
is triumphing in all aspects of the life of our 
people. 

Our Party and our people believe that 
through such results of theirs they have made 
and are making definite contributions to the 
strengthening of the international socialist 
forces. 

However, we have no reason to be boast- 
ful of this. In international as well as inter- 
nal scope the ideological struggle against the 
hostile forces is being fiercely waged, and 
the bourgeois reactionary idea seeking the 
preservation and revival of capitalism is 
creeping into us in diverse forms. 

Revisionism, as a reflection of bourgeois 
ideology, is the main danger in the interna- 
tional labour movement at the present mo- 
ment. As is known, in our country revision- 
ism has been unable to exert a big influence. 
We should not forget, however, that the re- 
visionist trends which raised their heads in- 
ternationally may exert certain influence up- 
on and evoke sympathy in a small number 
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of unsound elements and petty ‘bourgeois, 
wavering elements also in our country. The 
slogans and actions which the sectarian ele- 
ments, exposed and criticized at the August 
1956 Plenum, put up for achieving their dirty 
aim show this. They denied all the results at- 
tained by the Party in the past, rejected the 
Party’s leadership and advocated unprinci- 
pled “democracy” and “freedom,” opposing 
the Party?s democratic centralism, blared 
about the “‘usefulness of sects” and even com- 
mitted such intolerable, anti-class acts as 
conniving with hostile elements or becoming 
their cat’s paw. 

The sectarian elements, who failed to rid 
themselves of their deep-set ideological ulcer, 
were seized by influences of international re- 
visionist idea from outside on one hand and 
sank on the other hand into rightist. capitula- 
tionism of surrendering before the hostile 
forces, unable to withstand the stern trials of 
the revolutionary struggle of our country, 
thereby following the course of betraying 
the Party and revolution. 

Our Party and Party members must 
enhance vigilance, because, if they do not 
consistently intensify their ideological train- 
ing, views and trends of anti-Marxist ideolo- 
gies of all hues can infiltrate from outside 
and spring up from within. 

More, our country is divided and we are 
standing face to face with the U.S. imperial- 
ist aggressors, the ringleader of the interna- 
tional reactionaries, who are occupying 
South Korea. 

The enemies are desperately attempting to 
deprive us of the historical socialist gains 
and utilize every negative element lurking in 
our ranks for their hostile acts. 

Under such circumstances, we must fur- 
ther consolidate our people’s democratic sys- 
tem and strengthen still more the functions 
of dictatorship of our state. 

We must leave no place for the enemies to 
set their foot, by thoroughly suppressing the 
hostile elements and overcoming all and 
every negative element found in our ranks. 

At the same time, we must consistently 
strengthen the work of eliminating all out- 
dated ideological survivals among the work- 
ing people and arming them with the ideas 
of Marxism-Leninism by way of persistent 
ideological siruggle and education. 

Although the social and economic founda- 
tion which gives rise to bourgeois ideology 
has been basically removed in North Korea 
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as:a result of the socialist reformation of pro- 
duction relations, the bourgeois ideological 
survivals remain among the popular masses 
and the influence of petty-bourgeois consci- 
ousness is still strongly felt and this will 
last for a long time to come. | 
Brief is the history of our working class, 
and it has not been very long since it came to: 
have its educator—Marxist-Leninist Party. 
Inasmuch as the ranks of working class. 
were mainly recruited from or grew with pea- 
sants and petty bourgeois of yesterday in 
conjunction with the rehabilitation and ex- 
pansion of industry especially in the post- 
war period, no small number of workers have 
not yet been thoroughly armed with prole- 


tarian ideology. 


It is important to strengthen the political 
and ideological work for the working class, 
the most advanced class in our society, so 
that it may further enhance its role as the 
leading class. 

Although our rural villages have been re- 
formed into the socialist. countryside and the 
peasants have become socialist working peo- 


ple, the consciousness of the peasants is still 


lagging behind. 

It is one of the important conditions for 
consolidating the socialist production  rela- 
tions established in our countryside to remove 
the fetidal and bourgeois ideological survivals 
and peity-bourgeois ideology remaining a- 
mong the peasant masses and arm them with 
socialist ideology. At the same time, it is im- 


perative further to consolidate our socialist 


stronghold in the cities and rural villages by 
eliminating all and every phenomenon of ex- 
ploitation. 

The overwhelming majority of intellectuals 
of our country forms a reliable detachment of 
our Party, faithfully serving without vacilla- 
tion for the interests of the working people 
and the cause of socialism. 

The Party must direct special attention to 
the work of consistently rearming en masse 
new intellectuals from among the workers 
and peasants, purging outdated ideological 
survivals found in the intellectuals and more 
firmly arming them with socialist ideology. 

Today our younger generations, who have 
grown up after liberation, are not clearly a- 
ware of the reactionary character of the land- 
lord-bourgeois system in South Korea, be- 


cause they did not personally experience and 


do not know the relations of exploitation in 
our society in the past. 
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We must further strengthen the work of 
fully acquainting the youngsters, the pillar in 
the defence of our fatherland and in the so- 
cialist construction, with the true character of 
the landlord-bourgeois system and educating 
them in the spirit of patriotic love of the 
socialist system and their socialist fatherland 
which knows no exploitation of man by man 
and whose master is the workers and pea- 
sants. 

We must instill into popular masses of 
South Korea the spirit of struggle for natio- 
nal independence, awaken the class conscious- 
ness of South Korean workers, peasants and 
toiling intellectuals and illumine for them the 
road of struggle for their social liberation. 

Like revisionism, doctrinairism is also 
alien to the essence of Marxism-Leninism and 
impedes the revolutionary work. Experiences 
show that especially for the young parties 
doctrinairism is greatly harmful to their work. 

The doctrinarian style of work in our Party 
has become more conspicuous and unbearable 
when we are faced with the complicated and 
arduous tasks of the socialist construction 
requiring the maximum creative initiative of 
the workers of the Party and state organs and 
the rank-and-file Party members. Therefore, in 
the postwar period, the Party Central Com- 
mittee launched a decisive struggle for over- 
coming doctrinairism and formalism and esta- 
blishing individuality. 

The Party ‘has accumulated its own rich 
experiences in the course of its ten year’s 
struggle and reared, in the main, ranks. of 
cadres who are capable of creatively applying 
their own and other experiences. to reality. 
Such conditions facilitated our struggle for 
eliminating doctrinairism. 

The doctrinaires are prone to define reality 
with existing formulae or propositions, ins- 
tead of studying and analysing the developing 
concrete reality and drawing conclusion from 
it, and blindly following others without firm 
confidence in their own stand and their own 
view. | 

It is tens of times more laborious to judge 
the complicated reality and conduct work on 
the principle, of Marxism-Leninism than to 
apply others’ experiences and the existing 
theories in a doctrinarian way without any 
consideration. 

The most illustrious Marxist-Leninist pro- 
positions and valuable experiences of the 
brother parties will become lifeless and will 
rather cause damage to the work, once they 
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are gripped by the hands of those who are 
unable to study and analyse reality and are 
unwilling to think. As a matter of fact, this 
means the neglect and distortion of the Marx- 
ist-Leninist theories and the advanced ex- 
periences. 

It should be useful to note that in our cotn- 
try, in particular, doctrinairism is partly attri- 
butable to the fact that the backward ideolo- 
gical survivals of blindly worshipping others 
without any national pride under the prolong- 
ed feudal rule and the Japanese imperialists’ 
colonial domination are still lurking in the 
minds of some people. 

There still exists the tendency of losing 
sight of our own excellent things and mecha- 
nically imitating and following those of others 
although they are not suitable for us. 

In the future, too, we should continuously 
draw on the experiences of the brother parties 
and learn from them. 


But, doctrinarian mistakes are not to be 
avoided, if we neither study nor take into 
consideration at all times at what stage of 
historical development and in what concrete 
social and class relations these experiences 


‘were obtained and how the concrete situation 


stands with our country in which these 
experiences are to be applied. 


As Lenin taught, all the spirit and all the 
system of Marxism demand a study of each 
proposition in relation with things of histori- 
cal difference and with concrete experiences 
in history. 

“The unity of international tactics of Com- 
munists in labour movement of all countries 
demands, not the elimination of variety, not 
the abolition. of national differences, but such 
an application of the fundamental principles 
of communism as will correctly modify these 
principles in certain particulars, correctly 
adapt and apply them to national and nation- 
al-state peculiarities. Investigate, study, seek, 
foresee, grasp that which is peculiarly nation- 
al, specifically national in the concrete man- 
ner in which each country approaches the ful- 
filment of the single international task. 
Such is the main task of the historical 
period through which all the advanced coun- 
tries are now passing.” (Lenin’s Works Vol. 
31, page 72) 

Doctrinairism always manifests itself in the 
manner of observing, judging and dealing 
with things and phenomena metaphysically, 
not in accordance with materialistic dialectics. 
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Therefore, it is necessary for overcoming 
doctrinairism to strengthen the education oi 
materialistic dialectics among Party mem- 
bers, especially responsible workers, and con- 
tinuously wage an unremitting struggle for 
enabling our Party members to have the capa- 
city of correctly analysing and judging situa- 
tions and acting on their own whatever com- 
plicate and hard circumstances they may find 
themselves in. 

The style of work should be continuously 
improved and the bond between the Party 
and the masses strengthened still further. 

The Declaration noted that “the Communist 
and Workers’ Parties which have opportunity 
to establish close relation with the broad 


masses of the people should constantly rely 


on them and make the building and defence 
of socialism the cause of millions who fully 
realize that they are masters of their country.” 

Our experiences show that if we discuss 
directly with workers, peasants and other 
working people and rely upon their wisdom 
and strength when difficult questions arise, 
there can be neither an insoluble, knotty pro- 
blem nor unsurmountable difficulty. 


Our Party has consistently fought bureau- 
cratism. Particularly, the December Plenum 
of last year marked an important occasion in 
improving the guidance work of the Party and 
state organs and inducing the Party workers 
to form the style of strengthening their bonds 
with the working masses and relying on their 
creativeness.

AS 1s verierally known, extremely grave was 
the harm done by the factions to the labour 
movement of our country. 

The Party founded in 1925 was dissolved 
because the sects held sway over the Party 
and our Party organizations were destroyed 
in South Korea after liberation due to the 
anti-Party, anti-revolutionary sectarian ac- 
tion. 

The anti-Party, sectarian elements who 
appeared in the Party last year hatched a 
grave anti-Party, anti-state plot taking advan- 
tage of the internationally and internally 
difficult moment. But the Party exposed and 
shattered it in good time. 


_ Itis natural that the anti-sectarian struggle 
holds an especially important position in our 
Party construction and in the work for the 
organizational and ideological strengthening 
of the Party. 


Today, the Party members of our. genera- 
tion are entrusted with the historical task of 
uprooting the poisonous remnant of factions 
in the workers’ movement of our country, 
strengthening the unity of the Party and 
establishing the firm Marxist-Leninist organi- 
zational and ideological system of the Party. 

Experiences show that if sects in the Party 
are not removed in time but are allowed to 
grow in the circumstances of the acute class 
struggle with the hostile forces, there is much 
possibility for them to collude with the hostile 
elements or directly playing in its hands.
